Gentlemen. 

I have pleasure in presenting to you my report 
for 1909, but regret to say that 1n some respects it is not 
so favourable as the previous one, seeing that both the 
Ordinary and the infantile death rate are considerable in eal 
excess of the 1906 report. 

POPULATION. 

The estimated population for 1906 was 2244, The Rural 
exodus between IS9I and I90I averaged I0 per annum. The 
number of births in the district. last year was 59 and deaths 
$2 giving a natural increase of 27, Deducting the rural exodss 
from this we get a net increase of I7. I thereforeestimate. 
the number of persons in the District in 1909 to be 2261, 
BIRTH-RALE. 

The of persons rezistered inthe District during 1909 
was 59. of these 24 were males and a5fomales. This gives a 
birth rate of 26.09 being slightly in excess of the average 
rate for rural districts and for the country generally, see 
table belowyg-

The number of deaths as infants under Z year of age in 
I909 was 7 ( the same as the previous year } giving a daatha 
rate of II&.6 aa I000 bor, this 1s very unsatisfactory 
seeing that 1t equals the rate for the 76 large towns where 
geeat numbers live under immeasurably worse conditions. 

The average rate for Rural England & Wales in I909 was 
96. This reflects very seriously upon the District, 


I firmly belive that this wastage of infantile life eam 


could be greatly reduced, 1f the big ground landlords would » 


provide decent house accommodation for the labourers on their 


estates, Overcrowding with all its attendant evils is rife 


various Councils will step in and see that suitable cottaces 


are built for the labourers who are the backbone of the 
country, and,shall future generations come into their just 


heritase of strong robust manhood and womanhood. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


tf am pleased to say that no deathfrom any notifiable 
infectious disease has occurred in the district during the 
past year. 6 cases of Scarlet fever have been notifie d 
and 8 of Erysipelas. all the cases were mild. The average @ 
death rate from this cause in England & Wales during I909 
was 1.12. 


2NPSCPIOUS-DissaAse 
WATER SUPPLY. 


I am sorry to say that the water supply at Muston is sé 
still in an unsatisfactory condition. The various samples 


s@mt for bacteriological examination have all been adversely 


reported upon, shewins some contemination. 
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should an outbreak of Enteric Pever occur in this village a

grave responsibility will rest upon your Council. 

I would again urge upon you the necessaty of procuring 
a s¥pply of water which shall be above suspicion. The 
general supply of water in the District seems to be abundant.
